Dr. Brittain, beloved and rev- 
ered by all who know him, will 
be 83 years old Thursday, Nov. 
11, the date set for the formal re- 
lease of this book. As a student 
at old Emory College, he knew 
of the movement fostered by Nat 
E. Harris, Dr. Isaac S. Hopkins 
and Major John F. Hanson to 
establish a college for technical 
instruction in Georgia. 

The seed was planted by these 
pioneers in higher education in 
1882, but germination was de- 
layed by hostility and bickering 
until 1886, when Atlanta was 
chosen as the site of the new 
college. 

It was in May, 1887, that the 
let for the main 
cost $43,250. In 

il, 1888, Dr. Hopkins was 
elected the first president of 
Georgia Tech and opening ex- 
ercises were held Oct. 7, of that 
year. 

That was the beginning. The 
Success and growth of Georgia 
Tech from that humble start has 
been phenomenal. 

Prof. Lyman Hall succeeded 
Dr. Isaacs as President of Geor- 
gia Tech in 1896 and served un- 
til the time of his death in 1905. 
For the next 17 years, Dr. Ken- 
meth Gordon Matheson occupied 
the presidency. 

Dr. Brittain, who had served 
Georgia for many years as State 
Superintendent of Education, 
became the famous school’s 
fourth president, retiring in 
1944, turning over the reins to 
Col. Blake Ragsdale Van Leer. 

That is the swift chronology of 
' the span covered in Dr. Brittain’s 
“Story of Georgia Tech.” It is an 
interesting story, meticulously 
reported and cleverly written. 

The ups and downs of the 
school are chronicled, its bene- 
factors praised, its enemies 
roundly scored. 

To us, on The Constitution, 
comes a great deal of pride due 
to the fact that WGST, the 
Georgia Tech Radio Station, 
Was an outright gift to the 
school from Clark Howell, father 
of the present President and 
Publisher of this paper.

erty, is Georgia Tech’s No. 1 
asset, according to Dr. Brittain. 

During the years that Dr. 
Brittain was President of Tech 
he has come in contact with 
many outstanding personalities 
in all fields of endeavor and his 
book is crammed with delight- 
ful stories and anecdotes. 

Of course, Tech’s football and 
other athletic teams come in for 
their fair share of praise and 
Dr. Brittain takes particular 
pride in writing of the part 
Georgia Tech and her students 
played in winning World Wars 
I and II. 

In the twilight of a useful 
life, Marion Luther Brittain can 
look back with a contentment 
that comes to few men—a job 
well done and a book that pos- 
terity will treasure as the work 
of a man who lived a full life 
in the service of education. He 
concludes his writings: 

“Georgia Tech faces a future 
of constantly increasing power 
and usefulness to the State, the 
South, the country and the 
world.” 

The part that Dr. Brittain 
played in bringing Tech to the 
forefront of American colleges 
will ever remain a monument in 
the hearts of Alumni and the 
friends of Georgia Tech.

“Our first consideration in de- 
signing the new store,” said 
Beidler, “was the comfort of 
each customer. From the floor 
plan of the store to the furnish- 
ings, the placement of merchan- 
dise and the two-level parking 
in back, we have tried to make 
every shopping step as easy and 
convenient as possible.” 

The lighting throughout the 
store is a combination of fluores- 
cent and incandescent—the near- 
est thing to actual daylight yet 
discovered and the furnishings, 
chairs, sofas, tables, and the like, 
are Beidler’s own design, pat- 
terned after Regency. 

The dominating color on the 
first floor is called Misty Morn, 
a grayish, subdued pink, which 
varies in shade thrqugh as many 
as 20 different tones. The floor 
is oak parquet, laid in foot-wide 
blocks, and six crystal chande- 
liers run the entire depth of the 
store.

In the Lincoln Spirit 


President Harry S. Truman’s comment, 
on shis return to Washington and the tu- 
multuous greeting from almost a million 
persons, was in the Lincoln spirit if not 
in the Old Testament phrases of that 
great President. 


Mr. Truman said he held no rancor for 
his foes. He did not want any crow-eat- 
ing and didn’t think it necessary.

issued by Sec. William Lester to Committee members for study shows Georgia’s taxes on liquor and 


gasoline are among the highest in the nation. 

The .» makes two interesting observa- 
tions. It says that the tobacco tax can no longer 
be considered a “luxury” tax, since cigarettes are 
almost universally used. It also notes that since 
most people own automobiles, it’s not so bad to 
divert gasoline taxes to support general govern- 
mental services. 

“It will be noted that the receipts from motor 
fuel are used for a number of purposes,” the 
report says. “The distribution of automobiles is 
so great that motorist can no longer be consid- 
ered in a class to themselves. There are now 
more automobile owners than home owners. No 
one objects to taxing property owners, beer drink- 
ers, cigarette smokers, for the support of schools 
or the general government. If there is to be 
taxation of the people as a whole, the gasoline 
tax is about as effective a way to assure general 
distribution of the burden of government as 
could be devised.” 


Georgia earmarks no funds for any pur- 
pose—dropping all collections into the gen- 
eral treasury for support of the general gov- 
ernment. Other States use gasoline taxes 
for many purposes other than maintaining 
reads. The Georgia Petroleum Industries 
Committee objects to this line of reasoning 
by Lester, however, and will seek a consti- 
tutional amendment earmarking gasoline 
funds for highways. 


Georgia received $35,246,106 from gasoline 
taxes during the 1948 fiscal year. It spent on its 
highway program during this period (using State 
and Federal funds- $33.034,667. The motor fuel 
tax is Georgia’s most productive tax, supplying 
from one-third to one-half of the total State reve- 

ue. Lester reports that only ten States exceed 

in the net amount of muney received 

the gasoline tax.

Committee survey shows. South Carolina, with 
a tax of $2.72, is the second highest in the nation. 
Georgia is the only State to use the warehouse 
rental charge method of raising revenue. Many 
States have increased their tax rates, however. 
But high taxation stimulates bootlegging, the 
committee says. Noting that the increased pro- 
duction of distilled spirits is sufficient to meet 
the demand, the Tax Committee says States can 
continue to expect substantial revenue from alco- 
holic beverages. Georgia received $3,432,495 in 
regular taxes from liquor and $9,210,744 from 
the warehouse rental fees. The beer tax netted 
$3,483,639 and wine $296,111. . 


“The yield from tobacco taxes has more than 
doubled in Georgia since 1942, without any in- 
crease in rates.” lLester’s report says. “It is 
due to the increased consumption of cigarettes. 
During World War I tremendous impetus was 
given to cigarette smoking by the return of the 
soldiers who had cigarettes given them free by 
the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A. and other organiza- 
tions while they were at war. After this, women 
began to smoke cigarettes and a further market 
was created. As a result, cigarettes are almost 
universally sold. 


“It is, accordingly, doubtful if the in- 
crease in the yield in our State can continue 
unless the rate is increased. The universal 
use of cigarettes has removed the tobacco 
tax from the luxury taxes. It is now an 
undisputed consumer tax.” 


Lester observes that the continued increase in 
Federal and State taxes on cigarettes have not 
hindered the use of them. As a matter of fact, 
people on relief have done without other things 
to buy cigarettes. Georgia’s rate is 3 cents per 
package. Nine States have no tax. Other States 
have taxes ranging from 1 cent (in West Vir- 
ginia) to 6 cents (in Arkansas). Georgia’s in- 


a 5S-cent tax, gets $12,285,000; Florida, with a 
4-cent tax, gets $12,216,000; Texas, with a 3-cent 
tax and more smokers, gets $20,872,000. 


This summary comparison of State revenue 
systems will be studied by the Tax Revision 
Committee, and recommendations for changes in 
Georgia’s tax laws will be made to the January 
Legislature.

In temperament, appearance and personality. Yet each was alike 
in that each had a genuine feeling for humanity: a warm person- 
ality which the people could feel and know: and each took the side 
of progressive reform in efforts to translate the American dream, 
as written in the Constitution, to more and more people of the 
nation, None was a good administrator. Each was identified 
with some turning point in history which they did not create but 
to which they were called by the people’s votes as the person 
chosen for dealing with the problems. 

This, too, is an important fact. Not a one escaped frequent, 
severe criticism. Washington’s departure was hailed by most of 
the people with delight. FEditorialists referred to him as “the 
author of most of our woes.” He was glad to go and it was his 
great relief at being able to escape the flood of criticism and mud- 
throwing which caused him to speak out against a third term. 
Only Washington seemed disturbed by the constant lambasting by 
critics. The pattern of criticism changed little. The charges 
flung at Jefferson and Jackson were, for example, repeated almost 
word for word against Lincoln and Franklin Roosevelt. 


. One of the great puzzles of today is why Thomas 
Personality kK. Dewey was so coldly received by the voters. 
He has admittedly done a fine administrative job.as Governor of 
New York, There were disturbing reports that he was hard on 
opposition; that local political. leaders always felt there was a re- 
port card being made on their personal lives. It was obvious at 
Philadelphia that the younger Republicans wanted Warren, 
Stassen or Vandenberg. Dewey was the compromise and he was, 
they said, a vote getter. GOP throats were cut to put California’s 
popular Farl Warren on the ticket. with him. As such it looked

Warmt But, in California, where they love Earl Warren, the 
Californians voted for Truman and looked wryly at 

barrels of apples which the Democrats put on the streets with 

signs on them reading, “Remember Hoover?” 

Dewey lacked what the six “great” Presidents and the “near 
great” had—a personality, a warmth the people could feel. They 
will take that, it seems, rather than administrative efficiency. 
They even seem to distrust efficiency and cold ambition. 

No one is saying Harry S. Truman is great. But, after his 
terrific campaign no one was saying he didn’t have a warm 
friendly personality the people could feel and, apparently, trust 
more than they will cold efficiency. The people are not very 
efficient themselves.

Truman Will Push His Program 


In a@ previous column since the election, which we were 
unable to publish for reasons of space, the Alsop brothers ad- 
mitted to their dish of crow. They took it fricasseed and, like 
Editor McGill, didn’t find it too bad. 


WASHINGTON—Harry S. Truman’s reaction to his own tri- 
umph is perhaps the most important single factor in the American 
political future at the moment. Already it is evident, from the 
testimony of those close to him, that victory against all the odds 
has very deeply changed the President. Determination and self- 
assurance have replaced the humility of the old Truman, who 
used to complain that he had never wanted the presidency, was 
unprepared for it, and must utterly depend on the help of others. 

The word “mandate” is being used around the White House 
with some freedom, as is reasonable. The President, feeling that 
he has won his mandate from the people by his own unaided ef- 
forts, has already let it be known that he means to fight hard 
to put his program into effect. Before Nov. 2, his language was 
often strong, but his actions frequently failed to match his words. 
A different pattern is now to be expected. 


In the domestic field, the result should be political 
drama almost verging on melodrama. 
points included in the presidential mandate are repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley Act, the civil rights program so detested by the South, 


of Social Security. Adding the vote for Truman to the vote for 
Democratic Governors, Senators and Representatives, there can 
be little doubt that a majority of the voters, especially in the North, 
want the President to put this program through if he can. 

The word from the White House is that he “will do his damned- 
est,’ and his damnedest will undoubtedly result in a struggle with 
Congress of really epic proportions. If it were not for the civil 
rights program, he might dragoon enough Southern Democrats into 
line to pass most of his program with some help from the more 
progressive Republicans. The election of such men as Paul 
Douglas, of Illinois, and Hubert Humphrey, of Minnesota, has 
greatly strengthened the liberal Democratic element. The _ pro- 
gressive Republicans will have noted the election results and 
adapted their behavior accordingly. But the Truman commitments 
on civil rights insure that all but such Southerners as Lister. Hill 


| has a paper, not a real, congressional majority. 


The word is already being passed, however, that the post- 
election Truman will deal with Congress in an entirely 
new way. His old system was to bundle all his recommendations 
into one vast message, and then stand on this rather meaningless 
written record to which Congress paid no attention whatever. The 
new system will be to insist on the mandate; to follow the for- 
tunes of each individual piece of legislation; to seek actively to 
mobilize public opinion whenever Congress hangs back, and to 
use all the familiar presidential weapons of pressure and persua- 
s10n On a major scale.

The new 
government has made a rule that there shall 
be no transportation on the streets between the 
hours of 1 a. m. and 6 a. m., and my plane leaves 
the airport at 6 and how I am going to get 
there—an hour ahead of time—I don’t know yet. 
The airport bus won’t be running, and no taxi 
will haul me. And I don’t know a soul in town 
who would risk arrest by hauling me out 
there in a private car. Come to think of it, I 
don’t know a soul in town. 


The air line will fix it up some way, though, 


like they fixed up the matter of my smallpox 
shot. The new government made a rule that 
everybody leaving Peru had to have a fresh 
smallpox shot, no matter if he has had one before. 
So the air line representative dragged me down 
to some government office this afternoon where 
I stood in line with a lot of woebegone-looking 
folk and squalling babies who were being inocu- 
lated or vaccinated or whatever it is they do to 
you for smallpox. But before I ever got to 
the doctor my friend came up with a large 
wink, handing me a paper with a lot of Spanish 
on it. 

“Feenish,” he said. “You are all feex. It 
was what you might say a political vaccination.”

According to an authority at the Ogdensburg 
Public Library, other versions are included in 
“Reminiscences of Ogdensburg, 1749-1907" and 
“The Pioneer Families, compiled from Hough’s 
History of St. Lawrence County and from Private 


Letters.” Walter Guest Kellogg used the episode 


20 years ago in’his novel, “Parish’s Fancy.” 

According to one popular version, after win- 
ning Ameriga, Parish drove away with her in 
his sleigh, taking her to his Ogdensburg man- 
sion, which is now the Remington Art Memorial. 

At any rate, an authority at the memorial 
recently told The American Weekly that Parish 
and Ameriga did. live in his Ogdensburg resi- 
dence from 1841 to 1859 and that some of her 
private papers and copies of her birth certificate 
and death certificate are on view there. 

Other old records indicate that before Amer- 
iga came to this country, she had been a‘favorite 
of kings and princes, in Florence, Paris and else- 
where on the continent. 

Still another account indicates that the acci- 
dental meeting at the Brick House Tavern was 
not the first time Ameriga had encountered the 
rich Mr. Parish. Two years previously, so the 
story goes, they had been fellow passengers on 
a ship bound from Europe to the United States. 

She was on her way to Washington to peti- 
tion for a land grant at the time she and Parish 
were constant companions on the westward pas- 
sage. It was said he proposed marriage as they 
neared port and was rejected. 

On her arrival in Washington, she was cor- 
dially received. President Van Buren invited her 
to the White House. _Henry Clay and Daniel

Ameriga’s lue in the lvew York capital was 
reportedly an unhappy one. Society leaders 
openly snubbed her, and Prince John spent most 
of his spare time drinking and gambling. 

One afternoon in 1841, so the story goes, 
Prince John as.i.ed her to accompany him north. 
He was going on a land buying mission and car- 
ried $5,000 in gold with him. 

Outside Evans Mills they were caught in a 
storm and took refuge in the Brick House Tav- 
ern, where the celebrated poker game is sup- 
posed to have been played. 

During the years she remained in Ogdens- 
burg, the Florentine beauty is said to have lived 
in splendid isolation behind a-high wall that sur- 
rounded Parish’s many-roomed mansion. 

There, as in Albany, the townsfolk never 
accepted her. Eighteen years passed and then 
Parish was summoned to Bohemia to succeed his 
uncle as the Baron von Senftenberg. 

After he was gone, according to some ver- 
sions of her story, Ameriga gave a great party 
for the children of the community. A number 
of curious grown-ups came along. 

Ameriga presided graciously at the party and 
the next day left the town. forever. It is gener- 
ally believed that she returned to Europe and 
died in obscurity and poverty in France.

S IT against public policy for a man to expect 
| his divorced wife to contribute to his support? 
This interesting question was raised re- 
cently when Louis Reed, Jr., son of a socially 
prominent New York attorney, sued to enforce 
a pre-divorce agreement under the terms of! 
which he had already collected close to a quarter 
of a million dollars and haped to receive $1,650 
a month for the rest of his life. 

Reed had been out of Lehigh University three 
years and was living on a personal income of 
$6,000 a year when, in 1931, he married Marie 
Hartford Hoffman, who had been his childhood 
playmate in Orange, N. J. The bride’s income 
was a great deal Jarger.

The recriminations in the case involving 
Reed and his first wife didn't appear until the 
other day, when Louis sued Marie for $28,050 
in Manhattan. He said she had agreed to pay 
him $1,650 a month for life so that tHeir caugh- 
ter, now 15 and in a private school, could have 
the sort of surroundings she was accustomed to 
when she visited him. After 12 years, the pay- 
ments stopped in April, 1947, he said,'-and he 
wanted them continued. 

The ex-Mrs. Reed minced no words in her 
answer.. She said Louis had never supported 
her, but, on the contrary, had incurred debts 
which she later paid. She had left him because 
of his “drunkenness, violence and general mis- 
conduct.”” He had demanded $1,000,000, she 
-said, had later cut it to $500,000, and finally 
agreed to put in an appearance in Reno (to make 
the divorce’ legal) after she signed the agree- 
ment for the monthly payments. 

That agreement, she insisted, was “invalid, 
illegal and of no force and effect in that it is 
unconscionable, was obtained by fraud and vio- 
lates the law and public policy.” 

A section of the New York domestic rela- 
tions law provides that “a husband and wife 
cannot contract to ... reldeve the husband from 
his liability to support his wife,”’ but the ques- 


tion remained whether Marie, in promising to 
contribute to her ex-husband’s upkeep, had 
absolved him from ever contributing to hers, 

Charles Rothenberg, a Manhattan lawyer who 
has written several books on marriage and di- 
vorce laws, felt that one issue would be the 
status of the marriage at the time the agree- 
ment was signed. 

“Public policy in this country,” he said, ‘‘defi- 
nitely favors the preservation of the bonds of 
matrimony. An agreement such as this, signed 
while the marriage was still in force, could there- 
fore be considered contrary to public policy.” 

Nine states have laws approving of alimony 
payments by wives. They are lowa, Massa- 
chusetts, North Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
Illinois, Utah, Ohio and California. 

In the most recent application of California’s 
“male alimony” law, Archie Leitaker, a car- 
penter, sued Mrs. Lucille Leitaker, 45, in Oak- 
land for $10,000 a month. They were married, 
each for the second time, in Nevada in 1944. 
Leitaker said his wife borrowed money from 


him for three trips to Beaumont, Tex., to 
investigate a legacy, but he didn’t think it 
amounted to much until she began to talk 


about buying a limousine and a $100,000 house 
and taking a trip to Hawaii. 

A week later she sued for divorce. Then, 
he said, he learned she was one of four heirs 
to a great-uncle’s’ $10,000,000 estate. He filed 
a cross-complaint for separate maintenance, 
claiming he needed $10,000 a month. 

When a bill (which didn’t pass) was intro- 
duced in the West Virginia legislature to legalize 
alimony disbursements on .the distaff side, one 
of those who strongly disapproved was Susan B. 
Anthony 2d, greatniece of the famous suffra- 
gette and vice-president of the Congress of 
American Women. 

“This is just another smart alec, anti-woman 
move,’ she said. “If women had equal economic 
opportunities with men, there might be some 
justification for the measure. Most housewives 
have no money of their own. Wealthy heiresses 
aren’t the rule, you know.” 

On the contrary, many lawyers believed 
that economic equality with men, the goal for 
which women had been striving for so long, was 
bound to bring new responsibilities in domestic 
as well as business life. Regardless of how the 
teed suit was decided, some felt that alimony 
payments by women eventually would meet 
with general public approval. 
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tle home. The owners of 4he home, parents 

of a six-month-old daughter, were out for 
the evening.

accident. Carefully chosen, medically examined, 
screened by the police, the baby sitter in this 
incident was just one of more than 200 who work 
for Frank B. James, a 29-year-old Navy veteran 
who quit his job as an accountant for a con- 
struction company in Yakima, Wash., to set up 
his own business, all because he ‘couldn't get a 
baby sitter. | 

It started on the night of Aug. 31, 1947. 
James’ pretty young wife three weeks before had 
borne a son and now that she was able to be up 
and about they decided to go out for dinner and 
a show. 

James called all the young people he knew 
in the neighborhood. 

“Sorry, got a date.’”” “Sorry, 
“Sorry, I’m taking care of my brother’s children. 

Frank James got good and mad. 

“I’m going to do something about this baby- 
sitting business,’’ he told his disappointed wife. 
“I’m going to start a new business-.a bureau 
of baby sitters.” 

Within a few months the young Navy vet- 
eran with another Navy friend, Harold D. Wil- 
son, had skyrocketed his inspiration into a 
highly profitable operation. 

Taking over the firm alone when Wilson re- 
turned to college, James was soon known as the 
“king of baby sitters” with a monthly gross 
business of $6,000.

When Frank B. James Could

One woman, assigned to a home for an eve- 
ning, arrived on the scene to hear a pretty nine- 
month - old girl wailing as though her -heart 
would break. | 

When she did not get an answer to her re- 
peated ringing of the doorbell, the sitter entered 
the house to find a man and woman wounded. 
There had been a triangular argument and the 
pair had been wounded by an irate husband. 

The baby sitter immediately got instructions 
from the dispatcher to call an ambulance, the 
police and most important of all, “stay with the 
child until you are relieved.” 

Incidents like this are reason enough why 
James doesn’t think of his business merely as 
baby sitting. That attitude is part of the secret 
of his early success. 

“Baby sitting in this country has never been 
done properly before,” he said. 

‘“T operate on the theory it’s just about the 
most dangerous experience anybody can undergo 

and that’s saying a lot, when you realize I've 
been in combat areas with the Navy. 

“Every child is its parents’ most prized pos- 
session. The home is the most dangerous place 
in the world. More people are killed in ordinary 
home accidents than any place else. I choose 


my baby sitters just as though they were coming 
into my home to take care of my son.” 

Obviously James has been extremely critical 
in choosing his sitters. From 5,000 applicants 
for jobs he has hired only 200. 

The initial ads in the Seattle newspapers 
drew more than 700 inquiries for the jobs which 
paid 60 cents an hour before midnight and 75 
cents an hour between midnight and 8 a. m. 

No male sitters were registered, although 
many high school and college students applied 
for jobs. James insisted that women between 30 
and 50 were the best at the job. 

The Seattle city health department cooperated 
in checking character references. 

James laid down some strict rules for his 
employes. No sitter should administer medicine, 
punish or spank a child even on instructions 
from the parents to do so. In case of emergency, 
sitters are required to call the dispatcher for in- 
structions. James, himself, often surprises sit- 
ters by “dropping in” and checking on them. 

His employes will “sit’’ with dogs and cats, 
or just sit in a house where owners are afraid 
of fire or theft in their absence. 

One sitter was even assigned to a yacht 
where the family was having a party and there 
was a small boy to be watched. 

[t took James some time to find the perfect 
person for that job. She had to be able to row 
a dinghy back over the Lake Washington Ship 
Canal in the dead of night. 

Another sitter was assigned to sit for a cap- 
tain of a ship and his wife while they wen, 
ashore. She merely had to be able to chymb the 
rope ladder up the side of the ship.

T WAS a scene far more dramatic than any 

Paul Leicester Ford, successful novelist, had 

ever dreamed up for one of his books. As his 
appreciative mind grasped the details there came 
to him the sickening realization—he would neve: 
live to write it! 

There was his glowering, muscular brother, a 
Cain in a wrinkled double-breasted suit, hulking 
over him——Paul Ford——an Abel in a dressing gown 
seated behind a massive desk in his comfortable 
home in New York City’s East 77th St. 

There was a pistol in Malcolm’s hand and 
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Paul Fell In Love With the 
Dream Girl on the Cover 
of His Book, Yet Marriage 
Seemed Hopeless Then to 
the Handicapped Writer. 
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murder in his red-rimmed eyes ag he shouted: 

“Money! I want it and you're going to give H 
to me!” 

Paul Ford sat up a8 straight as his warped 
spine would permit and shook his head. 

Malcolm Ford squeezed the trigger and Paul 
fell forward as his secretary, Elizabeh Hall, ran 
into the room. She helped him to a couch. Paul 
Ford, who had overcome physical handicaps and 
an inferiority complex to win the woman he loved 
and to make a fortune wifh his pen, whispered: 

e! : want to die bravely, if I can. And I for- 
give— 

Malcolm Ford, still jealous of his frail brother, 
looked at the dying man and demanded the spot- 
light on himself. 

“Look at me!” he.yelled. “Watch me die!” 

Guiding the barrel of the gun with his left 
hand, he pulled the trigger with the right. The 
bullet plowed into his chest, killing him instantly. 
The date was March 8, 1902. 

The brothers, murderer and -vicfim, were 
buried side by side in the family plot at Irvington, 
N. Y., and while one segment of New York society 
tried to console Paul’s beautiful widow, awaiting 
the birth of her first child, another section exam- 
ined the background of the tragedy. 

They found a story stranger than any fiction; 
»a drama full of love, hate, suffering, ambition and 
jealousy that kept increasing in tension and 
tempe until death rang down the curtain. ~ 

Gordon L. Ford, head of the family, had made 
a fortune as merchant and publisher when he 
built kis mansion in Brooklyn Heights. He was

inordinately proud of his three sons, kis four 
daughters and his library. His liking for books 
could have been traced to the fact that he was a 
grandson of Noah Webster, and the famous dic- 
tionary held place of honor in the Ford library. 

Little Paul Ford, the semi-invalid, made the 
family library his headquarters and studied there 
with his private tutor. At the age of 11, he had 
his first work published. It was entitled “A 
Webster Genealogy with Notes and Corrections 
by His Great Grandson.” 

The family held a party to celebrate the oc- 
casion, but Malcolm didn’t attend. He was busy 
running and jumping in a track meet. 

“Books,” sneered Malcolm, “are for sissies— 
like Paul. He can’t do anything but read and 
write. Me, [m an athlete.” 

In the ensuing years, Malcolm Ford proved his 
athletic ability. When he was 21, in 1883, he won 
the broad jump and the high jump in the national 
championships and added to his laurels the follow- 
ing year by winning the national 100-yard dash. 

For ten years he was busy training and com- 
peting, traveling to meets in all sections of the 
country and—whether he knew it or not-—alienat- 
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ing himself from his father. The elder Ford 
thought Malcolm’s place was at home; with his 
brothers Paul and Worthington. 

Malcolm did come home, with typhoid fever, in 
1891. His rugged physique helped him conquer 
the disease—and the father contracted it. 

Gordon Ford’s illness proved fatal and, dying, 
he had made no provision for Malcolm in his will. 

Malcolm Ford squared his massive shoulders, 
threw out his great chest and strode from the 
house. A year after his father’s death he married 
Miss Jeannette Graves, who had a fortune of 
$400,000, which took the athlete’s mind off his 
financial problems. 

They bought Walt Whitman’s old home near 
Babylon, L. L, called it “My Fancy,” and lived 
there for six years. Then she divorced him. 

The ex-athlete was on his own, and poorly 
equipped to make a living away from the athletic 
fields. He tried his hand at editing sports publi- 
cations and promoting automobile sales but the 
only. distinctive thing he did was to get arrested 
for speeding in Brooklyn at 22 miles an hour! 

All of the time Malcolm had spent on the cin- 
der paths or in the jumping pits, Paul had spent 
in his father’s library, or traveling to other cities 
and other libraries. 

He took his time and he was 35 when his first 
novel, “Janice Meredith,” was published. 

Li became a best seller overnight and Pau! Ford 
should have been content, but he wasn’t. 

He would sit for hours with the book in his 
hand, never opening it but studying the portrait 
of the beautiful girl on the cover of the book. 

The girl on the cover had been painted from 
life. Some said Grace Kidder, a tall and stately 
Brooklyn girl, had been the model, although no 
official credit was given or claimed. Whatever the 
‘circumstance, Paul Ford fell in love with the 
cover girl—and met and fell in love with Grace 
Kidder. 

The two, Grace and Paul, were thrown to- 
gether more and more frequently. In her com- 
pany he forgot himself entirely in his work and 
in his admiration of his companion and it was in 
one of these transports he proposed—-and was 
accepted. 

He couldn’t believe his good fortune at first, 
and stammered when he tried to break the good 
news to brother Worthington. The latter grinned. 

“I knew it all the time,” Worthington said. 
“Everyone knew it was love at first sight 
except you.” 

They were married in 1899 and Paul built a 
house on 77th St. in New York at a cost of $50,- 
000, a figure that put the home in the mansion 
class of those days. 

Meantime he was forging steadily ahead as a 
novelist. His “The Honorable Peter Stirling” was 
not only a best seller, but stirred up a nation-wide 
discussion because readers saw it as the story of 
President Grover Cleveland. 

The astute author sidetracked the queries and 
told his publisher: 

“T don’t blame people for thinking Peter Stir- 
ling is Grover Clevetaund, for there are really many 
points of resemblance, but in reality Peter is 


nobody in particular.” 


Meantime, Malcolm Ford, bitter over his. dual 
role as a has been in the field of athletics and a 
castoff where his father was concerned, had been 
active in the courts. 

When Gordon Ford’s -will was probated, Mal- 
colm made no objection but in 1894 he sued his 
brothers and sisters seeking to force them to live 
up to an agreement he insisted they had made. 
The agreement, he contended, provided that he 
should bé given an equal share of the Ford for- 
tune despité the omission of his name in the will. 

He singled out Paul as the one who said: 

“T think you are left out of the will but we will 
take care of you as long as you do not make any 
trouble.” 

In court, however, Paul said: “I do not see why 
Malcolm should get any of the estate as my father 
laid down his life to save him.’ He gave a worthy 
life to save an unworthy one.” 

Just how this sacrifice was made by the father 
was never explained in Judge Gaynor’s court, 
where the case,was heard. The judge found some 
merit in Malcolm’s contention but noted the ab- 
sence of concrete evideace. 

“If there were facts it would be different,” the 
judge said, “As it is, I must decide in favor of the 
defendant without costs.” 

Malcolm insisted his father, on his deathbed, 
had summoned his seven children, announced his 
regret at the omission of one+son in the will and 
said he would change it, given the strength. He 
made the children promise to settle the estate 
equally, Malcolm added. 

This deathbed scene was to be describéa in his 
appeal, the castoff son deciared. But he never 
filed the appeal. 

Instead of withdrawing completely from his 
brothers and sisters, Malcolm began cultivating 
them, especially Paul. Their positions had been 
reversed. The name of Malcolm Ford, once known 
from coast to coast, had been forgotten by all but 
a few sports followers. The name of Paul Leicester 
Ford was tamiliar to thousands; his~star was in 
the ascendancy as that of Malcolm’s waned. 

Malcolm Ford was a frequent visitor at the 
7ith street house of his brother, demanding—not 
asking for-—money, with the pronouncement that 
“I want what’s coming to me.” 

Just how much he received from his brother 
was never made public but his visits were fre- 
quent, and Paul had left word with the servants 
that his brother was never to be turned away 
from the house. 

That was why it was an easy matter for him 
to appear unannounced on that fateful morning 
of March 8, 1902, and confront his brother as 
Paul, busy on a new novel, suddenly decided there 
would be no money given Malcolm that day. 

Possibly it was the spirit of rebellion at long 
last, or it may have been the frail brother, tired o1 
being sneered at even while he was being soliciteu, 
had decided to discipline his bullying brother with 
a period of probation. In any event, his denial 
was firm and the enraged Malcolm, his bluff 
called, committed murder and suicide. 

The killer’s features were distorted with pain 
and hate as he fell, but the doctor who attended 
Paul in his last minutes reported: 

“In death, he was aS he always was—sweet 
and beautiful.” 

Malcolm Ford almost claimed another victim 
that morning. 

Mrs. Gladys Ford, the girl on the cover, col- 
lapsed when she saw the effects of the fatal 
shots and the doctor feared for her life, as well 
as that of her unborn child. Both survived, how- 
ever. Following the usual pattern of the novel, 
the Ford story would end here. But fate had 
another quirk to add. 

Paul Ford’s child: was a girl and the widow 
named her Lesta, a contraction of the novelist’s 
middle name.

“I found,” Crosley told the court, “that I 
could not. supply a certain spark of romance 
which she needed.”’ 

June filed an answer, denying his charges. 
But she did not appear at hearings on his suit, 
and her defense was so passive that the case 
might almost have been called. uncontested. 
Crosley was awarded a divorce July 21, together 
with custody of the children. 

June returned to Cincinnati. Crosley, who 
had erected his own laboratories in Miami, ex- 
perimenting in plastics, obtained war contracts 
for the production of radar and aireraft parts. 
On one of his trips to Washington he met Eliza- 
beth Taylor, first lieutenant in the Army and a 
flight nurse.. In 1945, he and Miss Taylor were 
married in a civil ceremony in Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla. The second Mrs. Crosley returned to her 
military duties, rejoining Crosley and the chil- 
dren after she was mustered out of the Army. 

On June 3, Crosley narrowly escaped death 
in a helicopter accident near Miami, as he and 
an associate were on an experiment flight, test- 
ing a new principle for “feathering” the heli- 
copter’s blades. Two years later, he died in his 
Miami home of a heart attack—and his will read. 

The will gave one-third of the estate to his 
widow, Elizabeth Taylor. Crosley, and the bal-

Powel Crosley, Jr., as trustee. There followed 
the clause in which Crosley “willed” the children 
to his second wife. 

e Inevitably the terms of the will caused spec- 
ulation. Lawyers voiced the opinion that chil- 
dren were not chattels, to be given away or 
withheld. The Ohio law provided that children 
over 14 could elect which parent they wished 
to stay with—and in 1948 two of the children, 
Powel IV and Houston, were over 14. 

The children’s real mother, lawyers said, 
would have the strongest claim to them after 
their father’s death. Would June begin a legal 
battle for them—would she make them the 
center of new legal wrangling, of new bitter- 
ness? Tne-answer was not long in coming, 

On July 28, her father-in-law, Powel Crosley, 
Jr., the children’s grandfather, was appointed 
the children’s guardian in Cincinnati Probate 
Court. June appeared and waived any claim. 

Why did she overlook all bitterness, and 
make no effort to vindicate herself? She gave 
her reasons recently to The American Weekly: 

“T am completely satisfied with the arrange- 
ment, because it is best for the children. 

“IT see them as often as I wish—recently I 
had them in Canada on vacation. They will . 
always have me, and they will always have the 
greatest security Mr. Crosley can give them. 

“It is best for them this way; and I have no 
desire to embarrass them or Mr. Crosley.

Lawless Elements

DITOR ED SENN worked swiftly 
3 over the final galley proof for 

the weekly “Pioneer.” 

He read the biting words of his 
page one editorial and smiled wryly. 
These were strong words against 
dangerous men who roamed Central 
South Dakota in the 1890s, rustling 
and murdering the cattlemen who 
read the courageous and outspoken 
Lyman County weekly published by 

, Edward L. Senn. 

Suddenly the door of his tiny 
printing shop and home was flung 
open and six men charged in. 

The editor was hit and knocked to 
the floor. The men, one of whom 
brandished a pistol, kicked over the 
ink pot and spilled the type cases onto 
the floor. 

The man with the gun snarled: 

“This should teach you a lesson. 
Now get out.” 

But Editor Senn refused to sur- 
render so easily. He sprang from the 
floor and drove a fist into the face 
of the man with the gun. As the 
outlaw went down Senn was on top 
of him. After a violent struggle, the 


a 


editor wrenched the pistol from his 
assailant’s hand and shouted: 

“Now you get out. From this day 
forward I'll smear this whole rustler 
country with printer’s ink. I'll drive 
you all out before I’m through.” 

This, he knew, was only the be- 
ginning. In the years to follow 
Frontier Editor E. L. Senn gambled 
with his security, his property and 
even his life before he rid the Dakota 
territory of rustlers and outlays. 

His mind had been made up’ for 
him by rustlers who drove his herd 
away in the dead of night and left 
him with only but a fighting heart 
and his courageous wife, Christa. 

Christa had been the first to sug- 
gest that he move the few cases of 
type and the dinky hand press into 
their one room house until he got his 
struggling weekly newspaper going. 

They first met on a bright summer 

ternoon near Fort Randall where 

mn had squatted on a military 
reservation. Then a young farmer 
and schoolteacher, Senn was walking 
‘along a country road when he saw 
approaching him a pretty barefoot 
girl with long golden braids, driving 
cows from pasture. He never forgot 
her. 

A few years passed and he met 
her again at a community party. That 
night he walked her home and when 
they reached the gate he said simply: 

“Christa, I’m broke and $400 in 
debt, but if you’ll marry me...” 

From that moment she was his 
inspiration and driving force. 

When his herd was stolen, Senn 


vowed to stay on and fight with 
printer’s ink and the truth. 
Thus was born the weekly 


“Pioneer” in the Senns’ one room 
house. Before his fight was finished 
this battling frontier editor con- 
trolled 35 weekly newspapers and a 
powerful daily and almost single- 
handed wiped out rustling and wnoole- 
sale murder in the Dakota territory. 

Despite his initial success with the 
“Pioneer,” Senn’s bankroll diminished 
until he faced defeat, not from the 
outlaws, but lack of ink and paper to 
continue the attack. Discouraged to 
the point of quitting, Senn again 
found inspiration im his wife. 

. “Why don’t you sell our home and 
farm, Edward,” she asked him. “Then 
you could go on with your work.” 

With the money derived from the 
sale of the homestead, Senn estab- 
lished the Lyman County “Settler” 
at Dirkstown. Its success was im- 
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Assailants, 
and From That Moment His 
Words Waged a Constant 
War Against the Frontier's 
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mediate. From then on for nearly 
25 years he kept moving, establishing 
paper after paper wherever he found 
rustlers and lawbreakers to fight 
with his vigorous editorials and front 
page attacks. 

About the time of World War I 
Senn reached the pinnacle of his suc- 
cess. Restless and eager for more 
conquest, he bought the “Daily Tele- 
gram” at Deadwood, S. D. 


The “Telegram” was his 36th live 


and going newspaper. As he entered 
Deadwood, however, little did .he 
dream that he was approaching the 
biggest fight of his career. 

Ed Senn found Deadwood as wide 
open as in the gold rush days. 

Cutthroats ruled the town of 3,000 
and until the coming of Senn none 
dared challenge the leadership. 


With characteristic fire, the bat- 
tling editor ripped into his work, But 
it wasn’t long before the vice ring 
leaders went into action. 

They visited advertisers and 
warned that an ad in Senn’s paper 
was as good as a death warrant. 
Within a matter of days the “Tele- 
gram” was boycotted by every mer- 
chant. Street and home sales dropped. 

In a grandiose attempt to finish 
Senn’s career, ‘the outlaws ordered a 
town meeting. Unknown, except by 
his reputation, Senn attended. 

Sitting conspicuously in the front 
of the hall, he listened to the plot 
against him. When the chairman 
asked if anybody else had any re- 
marks to make, Senn arose and said: 

“Why, yes. My name is Senn. 


I’m the man you've been plotting

against. Now I’m issuing my ultima- 
tum. You are violating not only the 
laws of the state but of all moral 
decency. It’s a disgrace to our state 
and the West. 

“T’m calling on the governor and 
the attorney general, and to every 
law enforcement agency, to close up 
your saloons, gambling dens 
joints. If they don’t, I will. T'll run 
you out if it takes every dollar I got.” 

It took him five years, and every 
dollar he had, but Senn won. At 
times it looked hopeless. 

When the, fight reached its bitter- 
est moment one of his friends, a 
minister, advised the editor to quit. 

Unmoved by this advice, he said: 

“They may have organization and 
power but one man and God makea 
majority in any fight.” 

Weekly paper after paper 
sold to continue the fight. 

One night after-he had been set 
upon by local ruffians, the editor, 
his back to the wall, his néwspaper 
kingdom gone, physically whipped, 
went home to Christa.

-ENERAL VON KLUCK’S army was fall- 
(4 ing back from the defeat at the Marne. 
It was the late summer of 1914 and the 
Germans were laying waste the French country- 
side as they departed towards the north. 

Senlis was abandoned and outside the shat- 
tered town a gray column halted at the farm of 
Captain Jefferson Davis Cohn, prominent Eng- 
lish horse breeder. 

The German command needed fresh mounts 
and the soldiers quickly rounded up and left 
with all the blooded stock on the Cohn acres, 
counting 90-odd head and including horses, 
mares, foals and yearlings. 

Three days later one came back. 

She was a two-year-old bay filly and she was 
tired and hungry when stablehands found her. 

Whether the Germans had no use for her, or 
whether she was an escaped prisoner, they lost 
_one of the greatest prizes in turf history. 

The filly was Plucky Liege, later to be ac- 
claimed the pearl of broodmares. 

From her came America’s most famous rac- 
ing lines and a succession of champions that 
have earned millions and fattened the wallets 
of a generation of horse players.

Through the War-Torn Countryside, the 


Courageous Young Horse Found Her 
Way Home fo Startled Stablehands. 
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Her progeny have won virtually all of our 
racing classics and their names are among the 
proudest in all turfdom. 

Captain Cohn mated Plucky Liege with the 
incomparable Teddy, regarded by some as the 
greatest horse ever foaled, and two of their sons 
were Sir Gallahad III and Bull Dog. 

Sir Gallahad II and Bull Dog, sold to Ameri- 
can interests, have established themselves as the 
greatest sires on this side of the Atlantic—-and 
the only threat to their supremacy is Bull Lea, 
son of Bull Dog and grandson of Plucky Liege. 

If Captain Cohn’s bay filly had never come 
back, the loss to American racing would have 
been incalculable. 

Three of her descendants—Gallant Fox, 
Omaha and Citation were winners of the 
American triple crown (the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness and Belmont). 

Other famous racers descended from Plucky 
Liege are: Bois Roussel, winner of the English 
Derby; Admiral Drake, winner of the Grand 
Prix de Paris; and, in this country, Fighting 
Fox, Roman, Gallahadion, Armed, Bewitch, Twi- 
light Tear, Coaltown, Gallorette and Beaugay. 

Captain Cohn, recently 67, had been breeding 
and racing horses for 48 years. He bred more 
than 5,000 and won more than 3,000 races. 

‘Americans make the mistake, he said, of hav- 
ing too many valuable races for two-year-olds. 
Captain Cohn never raced Teddy at two and any 


colts he did race at that age weren’t started 
until August. No filly, he said, should be run 
at two, 

-He bought Plucky Liege when she was two 
and after her previous owner, Lord Mitchel- 
ham, had already raced her. She wasn’t even 
named when the Germans took her and when she 
came back he called her Lucky Liege. 

He was asked to choose another name for 
the filly,. since Liege had fallen to the Germans, 
and he changed-it to Plucky Liege as a tribute 
to the stout defense of the Belgian city. 

Even though great horses do not always be- 
get great horses, Captain Cohn said he was a 
steadfast believer in bloodlines, 

Once he claimed a two-year-old named Vatout 
because his dam was sired by Sans Souci II. The 
claiming price was $1,000 and Captain Cohn en- 
tered a sealed bid of just over $4,000. 

The horse won the race and the next day the 
sports writers called Captain Cohn the French 
equivalent for sucker. But he rested the horse 
and then won five stake races in a row with him,

Vatout won in France and England and at 
four he was mated to the captain’s Teddy mares. 
His first colt won the 1938 English Derby and 
his son, Vatellor, was sire of Pearl Diver and 
My Love, also English Derby winners. 

Captain Cohn recalled how Joseph Widener 
almost bought Sir Gallahad UI from him for 
less than $50,000, The captain had offered all 
his yearling colts for 100,000 francs, then about 
$5,000, and his yearling fillies for 75,000. 

Widener wanted the colt whose sons were 
later to sire the winners of stakes amounting 
to $12,000,000, but wouldn’t pay higher than 
75,000 francs. It was no sale. 

After Sir Gallahad II had won as a two-year- 
old, Widener offered $10,000 for him, but the 
price had gone up to $20,000. 

Widener saw the colt win the French 2,000 
Guineas at three and said he’d pay ‘$50,000. 

“Nothing doing,” replied Captain Cohn, “the 
price is $75,000.” 

Then Sir Gallahad III defeated Epinard ‘in 
a match race and was sent to stud. Two years 
later, an American syndicate asked Captain Cohn 
to set a price for the horse. 

He gave them a figure he was sure they 
would never meet and was somewhat surprised 
when they asked for a one-week option. 

He was astounded six days later when they 
paid the price—-$150,000. It was one of the great 
bargains of the turf at that?

N Detroit, Maxie Rosenbloom, the former 
pugilist, pushed his battered face closer to the 

telephone and pleaded: 

“Look, Earl, you and Beryl can stop over 
here for a few hours and we'll get straightened 
out on the show we'll put on next fall. Then you 
can go on to New York.” 

. In Hollywood, Ear! Carroll, master showman, 
turned from the phone to look questioningly at 
beautiful Beryl Wallace. She smiled and took a 
coin from her purse. 

Carroll spoke to Rosenbloom: 

“We're tossing a coin, Maxie. If it’s heads, 
we stop in Detroit. If it’s tails, we fly straight 
througn to New York. It’s spinning now—-and it 
came up tails. So we'll see you in Manhattan.” 

It was a final, fatal gamble for Ear] Carroll. 

He and Beryl Wallace boarded a New York- 
bound plane. With him, he took the plans and 
sketches the noted artist,~ Willy Pogany, had 
made for the memorial Carroll wished to have 
erected on the final resting place he had chosen 
for himself in the Forest Lawn Memorial Park, 
near Los Angeles—a resting place h- believed 
Beryl would share with him after both had died. 

“I want to discuss the plans with Pogany 
after we.reach New York,” he said. ‘“I want 
the memorial to be a place of beauty—-a place 
young people with theatrical ambition can visit, 
in which they can rest and find inspiration for 
the future.” 

In the tentative plans, a central feature was 
to be a large replica of two statues Pogany had 
made for Carroll’s Hollywood Theatre Restau- 
rant—-statues in each of which models of Car- 
roll’s own hands hold a beautiful, feminine 


figure. 


UT he was not to see Pogany. A few hours 

after the plane took off, he and Beryl Wallace 
died when it crashed in Pennsylvania. If the 
coin flipped in Hollywood had come up heads, 
he would have stopped off in Detroit; he would 
have continued with his plans to build “the 
biggest theatre in the world, with the biggest 
Stage, the biggest parking lot—’’ 

Everything in his world had to be the big- 
gest, the best or the prettiest. He was a sales- 
man of the superlative. 

The ‘Bibles he once sold in the interior of 
China were “the best money could buy,” he 
boasted. The same sense of pride caused him to 
have inscribed over the stage door of his New 
York theatre: 

Through These Portals Pass the Most Beauti- 
- ful Girls in the World. 

Carroll’s fortunes were on the upswing 
when he died last June. His associates said 
_ he left an estate of “more than a million dollars” 
with one-half going to Mrs Jessie Schuyler, a

business partner and heavy backer in his Holly- 
wood venture. 

There were bequests of $32,000 to friends and 
relatives and the remainder of his fortune was 
left to his “beloved friend, Beryl Wallace.”’ 
| But Carroll, who seemed to have had a pre- 
monition that he and Beryl would die together, 
added a codicil to his testament six months be- 
fore the plane tragedy. 

In the event that the beautiful showzir] died 
before him or at the same time, $50,000 of her 
sharé should be used to erect the memorial in 
Forest Lawn Memorial Park. The balance of her 
share, he wrote, was to be turned over -to a 
cancer research clinic. 

Miss Wallace’s will, making no mention of 
Carroll, left her $100,000 estate to her mother, 
,Mrs. Fannie Heischuber. 

The two documents apparently disproved 
friends’ contentions that the couple were mar- 
ried. In his lifetime, Carroll offered to disprove 
it by saying: 

“I'll bet a million dollars we’re not married.”’ 

Earl Carroll wasn’t a gambler in the race 
track or the dice table sense. 

He staked his name, his reputation and— 
when he had it—his money on his conception of 
what people wanted, and what people would do 
in a given set of circumstances. Sometimes he 
won; frequently he lost. 

He bet that a jury would forgive him for 
“lying like a gentleman” after one of his show- 
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girls had taken-a semi-public bath in a tub of 
champagne, Instead, the jury convicted him of 
perjury and sent him to prison for four months. 
He bet his money, and what he could borrow, 
that he could successfully produce shows with- 
_out beautiful girls, music and dancing—and lost 
more than $900,000 before he went bankrupt. 
Then, when Broadway wise men were doom- 
ing him to obscurity, he went west and con- 
founded his critics by making a glittering suc- 
cess of his Theatre Restaurant in Hollywood. 


wyoOU can't “keep Carroll down,” Broadway 

finally decided as he announced plans for a 
Hollywood theatre seating 7,500, with three 
stages, an underground parking tot for 1,000 
cars and other “biggest and best”’ features that 
his death left in the planning stage. 

He was 10 when he quit school in Pittsburgh 
and began dodging the truant officer. He found 
frequent refuge in the Nixon Theatre, where he 
got his first job, as a program boy. He always 
gave the date of his birth as Sept. 16, 1893, al- 
though his intimates insisted it was _ several 
years earlier. 

At 16, Carroll went to sea and wound up_in 
Hong Kong as assistant editor of an English 
language newspaper. When the publication col- 
lapsed for lack of funds, he became a Bible sales- 
man and his route took him into China. 

Years later, when he was accused of having 
improper posters in his theatre lobby, Carroll 
became highly indignant and pointed to the 
China phase of his career., 

“I was practically a missionary,” he pro- 
tested. “A man with that background wouldn't 
forget it overnight.” 

Back in the United States he married Mar- 
celle Hontabat in 1916, and joined the U. S. 
Army in 1917. Marcelle divorced him after two 
years and Carroll, destined to spend most of his 
life time surrounded by beautiful women, never 
married again. 


HE end of World War I found him deter- 

mined to become a playwright but Enrico 
Caruso, the great tenor, had other plans. Caruso 
wanted some lyrics written in English to go 
with tunes that had recurred.to him and Car- 
roll volumteered. 

Out of: the association came a fairly popular 
song, “Dreams of Long Ago,” and some other 
numbers that failed completely. Two plays, 
“Canary Cottage” and “The Love Mill,” did a 
little better for the Carroll reputation and purse. 

After that Carroll made his debut as a plun- 
ger. He used large sums of money to wager that 
the public didn’t want plots or comedies, but 
would pay gladly to see beautiful girls, beauti- 
fully draped, walk, dance and sing a little bit. 
He called the experiment ‘Earl Carroll’s Vani- 
ties” and he produced the lavish spectacle an- 
nually for many years. Sometimes he won at 
the boxoffice, sometimes he lost. 

To celebrate one of his successes, Earl Car- 
roll gave a Washington’s Birthday party on the 
stage of his New York theatre Feb. 22, 1926. 
Prohibition was in effect then, but liquor was 
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plentiful behind the footlights that night. 

Shortly before dawn, according to some of 
the guests, a bathtub was filled with cham- 
pagne and a beautiful showgirl, Joyce Hawley, 
stepped into the frothy fluid. 

By noon the incident was the talk of the 
big town and the federal government, charged 
with enforcing prohibition, became interested. 
Who supplied the champagne? Who supplied the 
other liquor served? 

Carroll seemed surprised at the questions. He 
did recall some ginger ale on the premises, he 
said. Investigators snorted and laid the matter 
before a federal grand jury. The master show- 
man was summoned, prepared to “lie like a 
gentleman.” ‘ 

He testified that, during the party, nobddy 
stepped into, had been pushed into, “or other- 
wise entered a bathtub.’”’ The grand jury didn't 
believe him. He was convicted of perjury and 
sentenced to a year and a day in prison.

“That’s the end of Carroll,” his critics de- 
clared, again. 

3ut he bounced back, after serving four 
months. True, he didn’t regain his former prom- 
inence immediately, but by 1930 he was reaching 
for the top rung of the Broadway ladder. 

Mrs. Frederic Courtland Penfield, widow of 
the American ambassador to Austria-Hungary, 
gave him $250,000 to produce a musical, ‘‘Fio- 
retta.’’ She didn’t complain when Carroll paid 
himself $2,500 a week as producer and gave 
Dorothy Knapp $1,000 a week as star. But Mrs. 
Penfield did object when it was disclosed that 
Miss Knapp, Carroll’s frequent companion at the 
time, couldn't sing. 

The costly production opened in dissension 
and closed in short order. 

Carroll concentrated on his “Vanities’’ again, 
striving for perfection. 


Hr GAVE his specifications for the ideal show- 
girl in a New York courtroom in 1935 when 
he testified for a young woman who had been 
injured, and scarred, in an automobile accident. 
“Before the crash,’’ Carroll said, leaning 
forward in the witness stand, “Eileen Wenzel 
had all the attributes of physical perfection. 
“She had lustrous hair of fine texture, a fore- 
head like a snow peak, lovely throat, her lips 
were inviting and she had eyes that made men 
swoon—” 
“Strike that out!” Justice Pecora ordered,

and Carroil stopped gesturing as he was told to| 
be more specific and prosaic in his description. 

He said the ideal showgirl] should be five feet 
five inches tall, weight 118 pounds, with a 12- 
inch neck, 36-inch bust, a waist of 241% inches, 
hips 35 inches, thighs 21, ankle eight and one- 
half and wrist six inches. 

‘“‘And never, never showing the marks of the 
sun,” Carroll went on fervently. “It is a de- 
stroyer of beauty.”’ 

The charge that he had displayed improper 
posters in his theatre brought about his arrest 
in 1924, but he was acquitted after serving four 
days in The Tombs for failure, or refusal, to post 
bail of $300. 


ONE of his fantastic ideas brought him into 
civil court in 1934 when a theatrical manu- 
facturing firm sued him, claiming it had con- 
tracted to make him a 30-foot dinosaur for 
$7,500. Instead, it was contended, Carroll made 
his own dinosaur, saving $2,500. 

“TI worked inside the monster,’’ Carroll said 
with a touch of pride. “I handled its neck and 
made it pick up chorus girls with its mouth.” 

That, and other suits settled, Carroll said 
good-by to Broadway and invaded Hollywood 
in 1938. 

His Hollywood establishment was opened on 
Christmas night, 1938, after he had announced 
that a lifetime cover charge of $1,000 would ad- 
mit patrons to a private room padded with pat- 
ent leather. 

Backstage, Earl Carroll was displaying an- 
other facet of his character, according to testi- 
mony given later by officials of the Screen 
Actors Guild. He told his showgirls: 

“This is opportunity night. I can make you 
famous and rich. Sign a contract giving me 50 
per cent of your earnings above $40 a week, for 
a period of one year.” 


SOME of the contracts were signed but later 

recalled. Carroll was right in one respect: 
[t was opportunity night, every night, for his 
showgirls. Yvonne De Carlo graduated from 
his theatre restaurant to movie stardom. 

Jean Wallace, in the cast on opening night, 
went on to a film career and married Actor 
Franchot Tone. 

Mary Daniels became the bride of Robert 
Cummings, movie. star. 

Dozens of girls he glorified went to his 
funeral and then back to his Hollywood theatre 
to observe the tradition: The show must go 
on. Virginia Dew, Beryl Wallace’s stand-in, 
paid her tribute: 

‘When he picked me at a beauty show in 
1942, I thought he’d made a mistake. But he 
gave me confidence, made me take vocal lessons 
and paid for them.” 

Pat Hutto, four years in his show, said: 

“He had a motto painted over our dressing 
room door——‘I would rather you were less tal- 
ented than less loyal.’ He was a perfectionist.” 

In New York, Willy Pogany prepared to re- 
make the plans, the sketches for the memorial 
to Earl Carroll and Beryl Wallace. All had been 
burned with Carroll in the plane crash. 

The only things left untouched were Earl 
Carroll’s own hands—the hands that were to 
be represented in the memorial— 

“Two of the finest hands I have ever seen,” 
Pogany said. “Long, tapering fingers, the hands 
of a sensitive, esthetic man.”

Inspiring Story of Jim 


Murray, a Desperately Ill Tu- 
berculous Patient, Who Found 
the Road Back to Good Health

T dramatic story of Jim Murray, Jr., a vie- 
tim of advanced tuberculosis of the lungs, 
exemplifies the power of the patient’s faith 
in one of the most important new methods of 
treating that stubborn disease. 

Jim lay in shocked silence on the white 
bed, as the doctor’s words raced through his 
numbed mind: “Well, Jim, you've got five cavi- 
ties in your lungs. That means at least five years 
in bed and the removal of six or seven ribs, to 
collapse the lung.” Five years in bed! 

It was the fall of 1947, and Jim had already 
spent weeks in a northern Wisconsin sanitarium. 
He began to worry about his wife, who had 
taken a job to support herself and help pay his 
medical bills. 

In desperation, he could think of only one 
way to relieve her of that responsibility. 

At night he left his bed and walked, through 
the solarium, to the fire escape. His tortured 
mind wondered whether further fighting for 
life was worth while. 

At that critical moment, his despairing 
thoughts were interrupted by a nurse, making 
her routine rounds. Taking him genily by the 
arm, she led him back to his bed. 

“I prayed to God for guidance,” Jim Murray 
said afterwards. 
back the remembranee of something I had read 
about an invention of a doctor who had used it 
to help advanced tuberculous patiénts.”’ 

It was in The American Weekly of Nov. 4, 
1945, that this patient had originally read about 
the work of Professor Alvan L. Barach, physi- 
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“Then, out of nowhere, came . 
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cian-scientist of the Columbia University College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, in New York City. 

Jim Murray came to New York’s Columbia 
Presbyterian Hospital in February, 1948, and 
was Still there at the time this article was writ- 
ten. The improvement had been so great, he 
felt that his faith in Dr. Barach’s machine and 
method had already been fully vindicated. 

The cautious physicians themselves, however, 
include a patient among those whose disease 
has been arrested only a‘ter every cavity is 
completely closed and other tests show the dis- 


ease symptoms are gone. Some of the advanced 
cases, treated by the Barach method, have no 
cavity or any other recognizable symptom left. 

The treatment is based on the use of a special 
chamber, inside of which the patient lies down. 
When-the top is pulled down and closed, auto- 
matie devices pump air in and out, Breathing 
is done for the patient by the machine, in the 
sense that the air is alternately forced in and 
out of the patient’s nose and mouth, without 
the least respiratory movement of the chest. 

There is complete rest of the lungs. Case his- 
tories indicate that the mind likewise becomes 
thoroughly relaxed. Occasionally a patient feels 
shut in or experiences some discomfort in the 
ear or nose sinuses, but these complaints go 
away in a few days, 

Keach day the patient rests inside the chamber 
for about ten hours. Treatments last four or 
five months, 

It takes a week to ten days to train the pa- 
tient not to try bregthing, but let the machine 
do his breathing for him, 

Like Jim Murray, scores of other patients, 
most having advanced disease in both lungs, 
have been treated with the Barach method in 
New- York, Chicago, New Orleans and other 
hospitals. The results have been so encourag-

ing, in the majority of cases treated, that the use 
of the method is increasing. 

Recently Dr. Barach and his associates re- 
ported to the American Medical Association in- 
structive results in two series of treated patients. 
Among ‘the earliest patients treated were 11, 
in whom the disease was far advanced, with 
cavities in both lungs. In six the disease was 
arrested, so that neither any cavity nor any 
other sign of the infection remained. 

One of these patients was leading a normal 
life, earning his living, ten years after he was 
first treated in the chamber. In .wo others simi- 
lar arrest of tuberculosis had lasted for five to 
six years. One patient remained without symp- 
toms, but after four years he -eji rom a ladder 
and the disease reappeared, probably because of 
the reopening of the cavities. 

No o.her Known treatment had been success- 
ful in any of these cases. Similarly in a more 
recent series of seven patients, six became free 
of cavities and other symptoms. In this group, 
the arrest of disease had oni, erx.ciucd over a 
period of four to six months. 

Dr. Barach himself, believing in the efficacy . 
of his method as a means of arresting tubercu- 
losis through rest of lungs and other body sys- 
tems and the diminished consumption of oxygen, 
regards his work as still experimental. 

An operation called “e::irapleural pneumon- 
olysis,’”’ employed at the National Jewish Hospi- 
tal, Denver, Col., gave highly encouraging results 
in a few cases. The space between an affected 
lung. and the chest is filled by lucite balls; the 
lung remains collapsed. 

The discovery by Dr. Sidney Raffel, of Stan- 
ford University Medical College, San Francisco, 
that the tuberculosis germ contains a special 
‘“‘wax’’ which is responsible for the disease symp- 
toms. may help greatly in future treatment.

The match had come as some- 
thiny of a surprise, yet actually these two fol- 
lowed an old-established mating pattern: the 
spoiied, strong-willed, possessive darling of in- 
dulgent parents, and the handsome, reckless son 
of a poor, hard-working couple.

On March 2, William Haswell and Jerry 
Haight of Bethlehem had been sitting together 
by the stove at the back of Springsteed & Bul- 
lock’s drug store in Albany.

“I need some prussic acid,” said the cus- 
tomer, recognized by Haswell and Haight as 
John Hendrickson, Jr. 

Springsteed had replied that he was out of 
prussic acid at the moment. He had attached no 
particular importance to this at the time. (Poi- 
son could be obtained quite readily in those 
days; it wasn’t until much later that its pur- 
chase was regulated by law.) 

Officers now made haste to arrest John. 

“Have they found any poison?” he asked. 

A deputy said he didn’t know. 

“Suppose they put poison in her yesterday,” 
said John. “Could it be found?” 

“Who do you mean?” 

“The doctors.”’ 

The officer snorted, ‘‘What are you talking 
about? They would do no such thing!”’ 

Further action in the case had to wait on 
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Dr. Salisbury’'s findings. After two weeks, all 
he could report was that death had been caused 
by some unidentified narcotic, acrid or irritant 
poison. He added that, having tested for arsen- 
ic, prussic acid, strychnine, laudanum and bel- 
ladonna, he would now test for aconite, one of 
the most subtle and most deadly poisons, 

Another delay, theri—- 

“It_ was aconite,” said the expert. “God 
knows how Hendrickson ever heard of such a 
poison. I am sure that this is the first time in 
this country that it has ever figured in a mur- 
der case, 

This poison is derived from a plant, every 
part of which is deadly. Called the “Queen 
Mother of Poisons,” it has been a matter of com-~- 
ment and note for more than 2,000 years. Spe< 
cies of the plant in ancient times were known 
variously as wolf’s bane, leopard’s bane, and 
women’s bane. Moderns know it as aconitum, 

Victims of aconite poisoning endure the most 
extreme agony before they die. 

Now perhaps we can see the significance of 
the light at midnight. And of those bruises on 
Maria’s lips. | 

A hard object, probably a vial, had been 
pressed and held against her mouth—whilst the 
light shone. Then had come the agony and the 
terrible nausea.

LBANY COUNTY turned out en masse for 
John Hendrickson’s trial, held that June. A 
contemporary account described him as “a young 
man about 21 years of age, upwards of 5 feet 10 
inches in height, well and heavily built.” 

In the beginning, the crowd seemed sympa- 
thetic to the defendant. He was poor, his in- 
laws rich. The Van Dusens had never liked him, 
and had been quick to believe the worst. 


- 


But District Attorney Colvin had some tell- 
ing witnesses. 

He summoned a neighbor who testified that 
John had consulted him about a husband’s right 
to land and money held in trust for his wife. 

He summoned a girl, Maria Schoonmaker, to 
whom John had given an engagement ring. She 
swore that he had told her, in mid-February, 
that his wife was dying and that he would soon 
inherit a fortune. 

And he produced a pharmacist named Bur- 
roughs who testified that, on the same day the 
accused had sought to buy prussic acid he had 
purchased aconite from the witness. Burroughs 
had placed the poison in a one-ounce vial. 

How John Hendrickson could have heard 
about aconite never could be conclusively ex- 
plained. (It seems to be true that this is its 
first recorded use for murder in the English- 
speaking world. The first British case, involv- 


‘ing the infamous Dr. Pritchard, did not happen 


until 12 years later.) However, one possible 
explanation presented itself. 

One of the remedies .prescribed for Maria by 
the Albany doctor had contained minute quan- 
tities of aconite. 

As John had often called at the doctor’s 
office to get the medicine, it was assumed that 
the doctor might have let drop some casual 
remark which stuck in the young man’s mind. 

According to contemporary authorities, the 
defendant's relatives perjured themselves. Ap- 
parently they feared that unless they hung 
together they would all hang separately. 

They didn’t all hang, however. Only John.

‘the tree occasionally. 
They find lone pines here 
and there, but none of 
satisfactory stature and 
impressiveness. 

Of course lightning or 
woodsmen may ‘have de- 
stroyed the original Lone- 
some Pine. Or it may have 
existed only in Fox’s imag- 
ination. Big Stone Gap 
prefers to believe that it 
was real, still stands and 
may yet be rediscovered.

ANDSOME, wavy-haired 
Jim Camb, the smooth- 
est steward on the luxury 
liner Durban Castle, made 
the same mistake that many 
murderers have made—he 
muffed the meaning of “cor- 
pus delicti.”’ 

When he pushed the body 
of pretty actress, Gay Gib- 
son, through the porthole of 
her cabin into the shark-in- 
fested waters of the South 
Atlantic a few months ago, 
he thought no jury could 
ever convict him of mur- 
der. How could the prose- 
cution prove a man was a

committed mu:cer, because 
the corpse was forever lost. 

The prosecution was 
equal to his challenge. 
When Camb claimed that 
the actress had welcomed 
him to her cabin, they 
pointed to her blood-stained 
pillow and to. telltale 
scratches on the steward’s 
arms. Miss Gibson, they 
further proved, had rung 
the call-bell for help during 
the night, only to have 
Camb slam the door in the 
watchman’s face. 

Body or no body, the jury 
was Satisfied that violence

killer, if there were no wit- 
nesses to the crime and no 
“corpus delicti?” 

That’s where Jim Camb 
slipped up. He thought, as 
did many another murderer 
before him, that those fa- 
miliar Latin words mean 
“corpse,” and that anyone 
can get away with murder 
if the laW can’t produce the 
victim's body. 


Actually, the phrase 


means “body of the crime,” 


or in plain English, proof 
that a crime has been com- 
mitted. While a corpse is 
the most conclusive sort of 
proof, it isn’t absolutely 
necessary, as Jim Camb 
found out the other day in 


- Winchester, England, when 


it took a jury just 45 min- 
utes to find him guilty of 
murder, although his vic- 
tim’s body has never been 
found. 


AMB, a dashing war 
veteran and’ self-styled 
Lothario, admitted that he 
had pushed Miss Gibson’s 


body out the porthole. He . 


had, he said, seen her at a 
ship’s dance earlier in the 
evening, and made it his 
business to arrange a ren- 
dezvous in her cabin. 

It was his story that the 
young actress suffered a 
heart attack in the cabin 
and, fearing he would be ac- 
cused of murder, he lost his 
head and got’ rid of the 
body. It was impossible, he 
claimed, to prove he had 


»of the noose. 


had been done, and Camb 
was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to the gallows. But, 
though he flunked on: his 
legal Latin, Camb still may 
beat the awesome finality 
A few weeks 
after his sentence, Britain’s 
House of Commons decided 
to abolish all death penal- 
ties for five years, as an ex- 
periment. The ex-steward 
now faces a life sentence, 
instead. 


IM CAMB wasn’t the first 

murderer to trip on. the 
translation of “corpus delic- 
ti.” Joseph Nischt, a Chi- 
cago janitor who confessed 
to burning the bludgeoned 
corpse of a 58-year-old 
housewife in a basement 
boiler, was convicted even 
though the flames had en- 
tirely consumed his victim. 

Norman Williams, a suave 
ex-convict, was hanged. in 
Oregon in 1905 for the mur- 
der of two women whose 
bodies were never found. 
And Sidney Chambers was 
hanged in St. Catherine, On- 
tario, last December for the 
murder of nine-year-old Ma- 
rian Rusnak, even though 
the child’s body had been 
completely burned in a fur- 
nace. 

Jim Camb, with a -life 
sentence ahead of him and 
a prison library at his dis- 
posal, will have plenty of 
time to study up on his 
Latin and think over his 
murderer’s mistake.
